Technical Material Corp Antenna Multicoupler model AMC-21/50 (AX10047). 
This is a solid state 3-1/2" H rackmount coupler that splits one receive 
antenna into 16 outputs. The outputs are mounted 2-to-a-card and 8 cards 
plug into the back of the unit. This does not work right. Some outputs 
have low output and the unit sometimes goes into oscillation (though 
if you touch one of the transistor cases with your finger the oscillation 
stops). I think this is an easy project. As-is. $35 

Loop antenna. This is an unknown military loop antenna. It is a shielded 
loop design made of 1-1/2" diameter tubing shaped into a 12" loop 
with a connector box on the bottom. It is not a complete circle--the top 
has a 1" gap which is covered by a rubber hose. The loop is painted 
a light navy gray but has no marks of any kind except the connector box 
has 2 engraved numbers, "5" and "6" which are red. The connector itself 
is a screw-on amphenol type number 24-684PF. The loop has a few dents 
but is in good shape overall. As-is. $20

The upper pair are marked "Ba." and the lower set is 
marked "Ga." There are 2 huge brass binding posts on the left marked 
"LINE." The rest of the panel is a field of 21 brass circles with 
18 cutouts positioned in such a way that large brass pegs can be inserted 
between any 2 circles to connect them together. This apparently allows 
the range of reistances available to have many increments. Each gap 
into which a peg can be inserted is marked with a number (Ohms, I think) 
from 1 to 1000. 15 hard-rubber-tipped large brass pegs are present. 
There is a diagram etched into the bakelite that shows how this is all 
connected together and to the binding posts. Finally, at the bottom 
center of the panel there are 2 spring-brass "keys" that are apparently 
there to permit momentarily shorting out the selected resistance values. 
There are no other markings on the box except a stamping on the bottom 
that says "127B" and "1219J." The side of the box has the number "12" 
painted on and this may be some sort of inventory marking. This thing 
must date from the 19-teens or even earlier. It is in excellent 
condition and unmodified as far as I can see. VERY sharp. For the

> carefully" philosophy espoused b4. 


A light bulb is a crude form of an ammeter, the equivalent of the wet 
finger test. A variac without an ammeter is like trying to eat dinner with 
boxing gloves on. My variac has a built in xammeter*x. JI am IN CONTROL OF 
THE HORIZONTAL, THE VERTICAL, IN CONTROL OF....uh.... MY MIND! JI think. 


Well anyway the needle on an ammeter will tell you trouble is headed your 
way if it starts having little tremors, fits and starts. A 1 Amp iron vane 
ammeter with a switchable shunt for 5 Amp operation has yet to let me down 
for 28 years. Just keep your hand on the variac knob and your eye on the 
meter until escape velocity is reached. Great way to put a BA into orbit 
safely. 


In units (like Tek scopes) with delayed high voltage application, first 
pull the time delay relay and check out primary current consumption 
(transformer, sand state rectifier and ‘lytic shorts check) and for 
gradually decreasing current as ‘lytics reform. Jumper the relay socket 
and bring power up slowly so that you don't waste your pass tubes if there 
is a short on a B+ line (you should have already ohmed the B+ lines). 
Also, need I mention that HIGH VOLTAGE KILLS?? 


Variacs and ammeters are not that rare or hard to find. A 5 Amp xmetered 
variacx is a basic essential tool for the radio workshop.
